Columbus, O., Jan, 24.—Under the 
protective 
wings of the new anti­ 
lobby act, Senator J. I. Hudson of 
Scioto county feels hopeful that he 
will be able to secure the passage of 
a uniform textbook bill, which he has 
introduced. 
The bill would have all 
textbooks used in rural and village 
schools, where a third grade school 
Is maintained, selected by a commis­ 
sion composed of the superintendent 
of public instruction and three citi­ 
zens selected by the governor, one of 
whom must be a township superinten­ 
dent, one a primary teacher and the 
other a county examiner. 
All are re­ 
quired to hold state life certificates. 
Contracts for furnishing the books 
are to be let by the commission on 
competitive bids for five years.

give a bond to the state for $50,ft0O.

It is not so much the intensity of 
the light focused on the retina as It 
is the quantity received by that sen­ 
sitive organ that causes retinal fatigue 
or worse. In the great snow fields of 
the artic regions the natives protect 
their eyes from the glare of the snow 
by goggles made of hollowed pieces 
of wood in which they have made 
small holes to look through. 
This, 
says the “Optical Review,” reduces 
the quantity of the light which passes 
into their eyes with consequent relief 
from the glare. 
So, too, if we look through a min­ 
ute pinhole disc at the sun we can en­ 
dure the very bright light much longer 
than when we look with the naked 
eyes. If we look at a distant electric 
arc light 
thpre is no retinal fatigue,, 


wane If we look at the same ngnt 
from a short distance there is great 
discomfort, and yet the two retinal 
images are of equal brilliancy, only 
In the first case this imago Is very 
much smaller than in the second 
case; that is the quantity of light Is 
very much different. 
Then there Is the flaming electric 
light which Is now to be found in all 
of the large cities of the country. 
This light is much less brilliant than 
that of the arc light, and yet its size 
is so great that this more than makes 
up the difference, and It is therefore 
very glaring and uncomfortable to 
look a t In skiascopy it is possible to 
use a very Intense light if it Is made 
small in area, and for the reasons 
above

“It is ray intention to endeavor to 
sail up the Alaskan coast into the Arc­ 
tic ocean aud through the Northwest 
passage to Greenland, the reverse of 
my previous trip in the GJoa.” 
Captain Amundsen said he had no 
idea what he might find on the voy­ 
age. 
There might be an extensive 
archipelago in his path, he said, and 
then there might not lie. 
"I really have no idea what I will 
encounter;” he said. 
“That is why I 
ain going to make the trip.” 
The next six months, he added, ho 
would spend in an extensive lecture 
tour of the United States and Canada 
In July he intends to return to his 
home la Norway, where he will stay 
until the time for his cruise in the 
Arctic ocean arrives. 
“ I will have from twelve to fourteen 
men 
With 
me,” 
the explorer said. 
“They will be practically the same 
men who accompanied me to the south 
pole. 
At present they are in Norway, 
study ing and preparing themselves for 
the next voyage.” 
Asked lf he expected to run across 
any of the blond Eskimos reported by 
StefaiiMon, Captain Amundsen smiled 
and said it was uot likely. 
“I have never seen any in my trips it 
the Arctic,” he said. 
“But I would 
hardly care to express an opinion as to 
their existence. Mr. Stefansson I know 
to be a very reliable man, and I place 
great credit in his statements. 
The 
purposes of my voyage are purely sci 
entitle. 
Little is known of the vast 
regiou north of the continent, and any 
data we may obtain will be extremely 
valuable. 
“It is likely that I will have a wire 
less apparatus on the Fram on this 
trip, although that is still au open ques* 
lion. 
It would doubtless assist greatly 
in making observations, for through 
the aid of stations which it is proposed 
he established 
in 
nor them 
Alaska, 
Spitsbergen and jjoints iu Greenland, 
comparisons of tile climatic conditions 
that could thus he made would he ex­ 
tremely useful. 
“I do not intend to go to the north 
pole. 
What would he the interest?

We shall confine ourselves to purely 
scientific studies of the currents and 
lands with which we may come in con­ 
tact.’* 
Sines his last visit to this country, 
made prior to his,successful trip to the 
south J joie, Un pf a I ii Amundsen baa re­ 
moved his mustache ami beard. 
“ii is neeessaiy s.* be smooth shaven 
in the cold regions,” he said. 
"Con­ 
trary to the general belief that a beard 
warms Die face, it is a great hindrance. 
Icicles form and a beard becomes a 
source of great pain and annoyance. 
“The mean annual temperature at the 
south {Joie.” he added, “is lo degrees 
below zero, F. 
The warmest it ever 
gets there is 30 degrees, and I have 
known the mercury to descend to 75 
degrees below zero. 
one never has a 
chit nee to stand around and freeze, 
however, for there Ss always a vast 
amount of work to be done. 
At times 
when we were snowbound we worked 
at perfecting our apparatus, and time 
never dragged.”

The report is of particular interest 
at this time, as the Anti-Tuberculosis 
society and other similar organiza­ 
tions are advocating the passage of a 
bill to employ district nurses in every 
county in the state, to visit all cases 
of tuberculosis. 


At 
present 
em ploym ent of 
such 
nurses, with the exception of Miss 
Kamerer, is confined to a few of the 
large cities of the state. It is believed 
that the 
work accomplished by her 
has proven so effective th at the advis­ 
ability of extending the work to the 
sm aller counties has been established 
beyond all doubt. 


Awakens the Conscience. 
Miss Kam erer spent a month in each 
of the following cities: 
Circleville, 
Painesville, Sandusky, Urbana, Bowl­ 
ing Green and Conneaut. 
She is now 
engaged 
in 
similar work

other 
cities. 
Miss K am erer was employed, pri­ 
marily, to aw aken 
the public con­ 
science in the cities which she visited. 
It was. and is. her task to point out

smallest cities there are vile hovels 
where filth and disease and overcrowd­ 
ing rage as wantonly as in the large 
cities.

In Cir­ 
cleville, for instance, a perm anent 
nurse was secured to take up th e 
w ork where she left off. 
In Bowlins 
Green a “Health League” was organ­ 
ized, and in the other cities sim ilar 
steps have been taken. 
In addition to this Mise K am erer in 
each 
city visited 
from K"> 
to 'SAS 
hom es In which there was sickness — 
typhoid, pneumonia, tuberculosis and 
o th er diseases. 
She made expert sug­ 
gestions that were uniformly helpful. 
A bill to extend the w ork of dis­ 
tric t nurses will have the support of 
alm ost all philanthropic societies. 
It 
is a field of social service which offers 
great opportunities in Ohio.

Always Set for th* Hour 
son for the Variations. 
It is hard to have a num ber of 
clocks strike together, according to 
E rnest 
H. 
G uenther 
of 
Pittsburg, 
who is interested in the m anufacture 
of timepieces, 
“You see,” he said, ‘"some clocks 
are arranged to strike half a minute 
before the hour, some a qu arter of a 
minute before, others a few seconds 
after and so on. Now, if I regulate 
them to strike s t the same instant 
they will not be in agreem ent in point 
of actuai time, and th a t is really a 
m ore Im portant consideration. 
" ‘Of course if there are a great 
m any clocks in the bouse it is likely 
th a t several will happen to strike to­ 
gether.

“No, be does not get rich at the 
business of winding clocks and seeing 
th a* they keep time, but he m akes a 
fair living at it. The house I ju st spoke 
of is an especially profitable bouse of 
course, having so m any clocks. They 
pay him $100 a year for his attendance 
j which is given weekly.” 


Tht Value of Dead Leaves. 
According to tests recently made In 
France, dead lea \ es .possess a higher 
value as fertilizers for the land than 
ordinary manure. They are extensive­ 
ly used by the m arket-gardeners about 
the «ity of Nantes, 
Pear leaves rank 
the highest in nitrogenous content, 
oak leaves come next, and the leaves 
of vines stand lowest in value.

periments have shown that 44 pounds 
of pear leaves, 80 pounds of poplar 
leaves, 51 pounds of peach leaves, 82 
pounds of elm leaves and 83 pounds of 
locust leaves are respectively equiva­

RAPIDLY DISAPPEARING 


Like th© India*, 
th© 
beaver ha» 
hem driven further and further from 
it* old haunts by the sweep of civil­ 
isation, and th m u Kb 
Ohio, 
where 
they were once plentiful and infest­ 
ed every stream and lake, they have 
long pl nee become extinct, and now' 
they ,ihound only in the thinly aet* 


tied regions of Canada 
There are many who believe that 
th e beaver i( doomed to extinction. 
Evidences of Its fast approaching ex* 
term ination are seen In the decaying 
stumps, the broken dams and th© de­ 
serted lodges along the upper waters 
of the Fraser and Peace rivers, which 
may be considered the last home of 
th e patient animal, which for more 
th an 
two 
centuries, 
contributed 
largely to Canada's most substantial 
advancem ent and stim ulated enter­ 
priser and laid the foundation for 
strong commercial development. 
The Im iivor, scientifically known as 
Castor ('anadenia, is the largest of 
the fur-bearing rodents, 
Perhaps no 
anim <1 in th© world has been more 
widely utilised, for as a protection 
from cold the use of its pelt dates to 
prim itive man, 
Th© rareat peltage 
Is pure white, fawn 
and 
brown, 
sprinkled with silvery 
hair. 
Less 
th an a score of such pelts have been 
found in an exportation of 100,000 
skins. 
Black 
beaver 
are 
more 
abundant. 
Generally 
the 
color 
ranges from pale yellowish brown to 
chestnut, 
Th© body measures from 
12 inches to three and a half feet in 
length and the paddle-shaped tail, 
covered w ith scalp, la from ii to 12 
Inches In length 
The external feature#* of the beav­ 
e r ar© among Its <hlef characteris­ 
tics, beginning with 
its 
wonderful 
te e th and ending with its perfectly 
unique tall. 
The incisor teeth are 
strong and well developed, and are 
aet in u circular socket. 
The sharp 
teeth were used as cutting in stru ­ 
ment B by the indians, who also a t­ 
tach much value to w hite skins, con­ 
verting them into medicine bags. 
The beaver’s head resembles that 
of a rat, though the nos© Is flatter 
and makes the head appear shorter 
and broader. 
The eyes ar© dark blue 
arid small in proportion to the size 
of the animal. 
They are highly con­ 
vexed, thus enabling the animal to 
rise them under water, 
Th© ears are 
small, quite round, and concealed In 
the fur and hair. 
When the peltage 
is prime, a shaggy, loose growth of 
long hair t*overs I he head sud body 
to the base of th© t|*tl, dim inishing 
*>n the lips, eyelids, feet and legs. 
The anterior feet are so dexter­ 
ous as to favor comparison with the 
hands of the monkey. 
The creature 
uses them in building the dam and 
the lodge and for 
excavating 
the 
burrow . 
They ar© also used to con­ 
vey (lie food to the month in a truly 
astonishing m anner. 
Though 
the 
front feet are not usually employed 
in swimming, there is a perceptible

Till* gait of the beaver is waddling 
and slow, o w i n g to the shortness of 
Its limbs anil to t he outw ard direc­ 
tion which is given to its heels to 
enable its feet m o r e efficiently to ful­ 
fill the f unct i on of paddles in swim­ 
ming.

ter, however, this member becomes 
highly useful, both as a paddle and 
a rudder, to urge it onward and to 
direct It in its course.

WINGS THAT WERE FINS. 


Evidence 
That 
Penguin’* 
Pinion* 
Were Once Used for Swimming. 
Ornithological puzzles are the pen­ 
guins 
with 
their curiously 
shaped 
winds suggest that the penguins are 
descendants oI birds which used their 
wings rather than legs in the pursuit 
of prey under water, and aa the strug­ 
gle Intensified between the competing 
individuals the most expert at this 
sort of swimming would get the most 
food and oust their less successful 
rivals. 
The winners gained advan­ 
tage over their neighbors in propor* 
tion as their 
wings 
Improved 
as 
swimming organs, and Inversely and 
of necessity became less suited to per­ 
form the wark af. flhrht- 
In all other birds 
the 
feathers 
though shed annually are more or 
less gradually displaced; hut in the 
penguins the new feathers all start 
into being at the same 
time 
and 
thrust out th© old feathers upon their 
tips so that these come away in great 
flakes. 
Whereas in all birds save 
penguins the new feathers as they 
thrust their way through the skin end 
in pencil-like points, formed by in­ 
vesting sheaths, in the penguins these 
sheaths are open at the tips and at­ 
tached by their rims to the roots of 
the old feathers, and hence these are 
held to their successors until they 
have attained a sufficient length to 
Insure protection against cold. 


The curious device for retaining 
the warmth afforded by the old feath­ 
ers until the new generation can fill 
their places is apparently due to the 
fact that penguins are natives of the 
antarctic regions, although some now 
inhabit tropical seas.

Electro-Cheslcwl Colors. 
The preparation of mineral and 
artificial organic colors by the air of 
electricity has recently made consid­ 
erable progress, and It Is suggested 
that the products of this new industry 
may eventually replace those derived 
from coal-tar. Among the colors now 
produced in commercial quantities by 
the employment of the electric cur­ 
rent are vermilion, Scheele’s green, 
cadmium yellow, Japanese red, cerise, 
or cherry red, Berlin green and zinc 
white, besides a number of organic 
colors. 
The process consists essenti­ 
ally in sending an electric current 
through a solution containing the ele­ 
ments required for the production, by 
precipitation, of the coloring matter 
desired.

Flour In Bricks. 
A new method of preserving flour 
has recently been adopted with suc­ 
cess in England.
